"The Relation of Religion and Civi- 


lization" was the subject 
of Edward 


Caldwell Moore', Ph. D., D.H. of Har- 
vard university, who spoke at 
the 


meeting of 
tho 
Middlesex Women's 


club yesterday afternoon. His address 


in 
was broad in scope and eloquent 
presentation, showing the result of 
deep thought and wide research. 


He spoke of religion In general but 


of Christianity especially 
which 
lie 


fiaid has had three great periods of ex- 
pansion. 
The first of these was after 


the death of Christ when In less than 
350 years a despised creed, the inher- 
itance of a hated race, 'overcame tho 
civilization of the pagan world 
and 


made an unprecedented conquest of the 
hearts of men. Then It was merely a 
sect of Judaism, conducted by zealous 
but unlearned men who were filled 
with the spirit of Paul. 
In the 
4th 


century It had become universal. 
A 


more remarkable contrast could not be 
afforded than that of the teachings of 
Christianity with the proud and cul- 
tured era which it succeeded, and still 
it triumphed over the political and so- 
cial systems of 
the 
ancient- world 


though it concerned itself mainly.with 
the salvation of aouls. 
The marvel- 


lous thing, said Dr. Moore, Is that a 
religion which had no 
positive 
ap- 


proach to the world In which it exist- 
ed had such a power of transforming 
the world from within. 
When it tri- 


umphed, the spirit of Christ permeated 
society and changed all—the merchant, 
the soldier, the ruler, the rich anil the 
poor; it was n dominant faith and hail 
mastered civilization. 


Then Prof. Moore drew 
a. picture 


with an ironical contrast. He pictured 
the second great period of Christianity 
—that of the medieval time, after the 
Roman empire had gone to pieces. Then 
the church became the groat construc- 
tive agency and did wonders until it 
in turn became blind and tyrannical. 
\Vhen the church became tho instru- 
ment of civilization. It lost the power 
of civilizing and in the perfection of 
the outward propaganda it lost the In- 
ner spirit. 
For centuries the church 


fostered the learning and arts of the 
world; it created civilization; it became 
a wonderful power for good. Then came 
the decline and the reformation which 
began well but ended in narrowness. 


The third period came when cast 


met west, out now a material • spirit 
had come over the Christian world. 
The movements of civilization 
were 


purely secular. 
There was little of 


the spirit of Christianity as may be 
seen In the history of British rule in 
India up to the time of Warren Hast- 
ings. After so much history the church 
did not take sufficient interest in so- 
cial reform, but

Mochls, 25 


miles away, on Sept. 6. In company with 
four 
companions 
and 
three 
Indian 


teamsters. They were met by SOO In- 
dians of the Villa faction and made 
prisoners. Despite this protest of Amer- 
ican citizenship, they were forced to 
march naked five miles across the desert 
to the camp of Bachomo, Indian bandit 
chieftain. 


Tays and his companions begged for 


water 
and ' their 
entreaties 
only 


brought forth thrusts of revolvers In 
their sides. 
. • 


All the while the Indians dangled 


full canteens before their 
famished 


captives. 
On arriving at the camp ot 


the Indian leader, the American and 
his companions were robbed of J900. 
after which they were lined up and 
shot 
The Indian teamsters fled but 


one was killed in trying to make his 
escape. 


The 
father, 
accompanied by seven 


armed Americans, visited the scene of 
the tragedy next day, but was unable 
to recover the body of his son. Two 
days later Bachomo sent word to Tays 
that he would- kill him, too. If he 
persisted in searching for his son's 
body. 


Tays wrote his brother that he had 


notified Carranza authorities through 
the. American consul at Mazatlan, but 
so far the bandits had escaped pun- 
ishment.

lished statement of the Austro-Huji- 
garian admiralty 
describing the at- 
tack. 


The two statements differ. 
Italy's 


communication charges that "without 
even a blank shot of warning from the 
attacking submarine" the Ancona was 
shelled and that the killing and wound- 
ing of passengers continued after the 
vessel sopped. 


The admiralty statement on tho other 


hand declares that the Ancona attempt- 
ed to escape and only after repeated 
shelling was brought to a stop. 
It 


also claims that the passengers 
and 


crew were given 45 minutes to escape 
In small boats, and denies the charge 
that tho submarine tired on the boats. 


Diplomatic exchanges between 
the 


American and Austrian governments 
probably will, follow over the entire 
question of submarine warfare and the 
obligations of a submarine commander 
to see that neutrals are safe before 
destroying a prize.

According to the letter, dated Sept. 


23, Tays set out for 
Los Mochls, 25 


miles aivay, on Sept. 5, In company with 
four 
companions and 
three 
Indian 


teamsters. They were met by 500 In- 
dians o£ the Villa, faction and made 
prisoners. Despite this protest of Amer- 
ican citizenship, they were forced to 
march naked five miles across the desert 
to the camp of Bachomo, Indian bandit 
chieftain. 
• Tays and his companions begged-for 
water 
and 
their 
entreaties 
only 


brought forth thrusts of revolvers in 
their sides. 


All the while the Indians dangled 


full canteens before their 
famished 


captives. On arriving at the camp of 
the Indian leader, the American and 
his companions were robbed of 5900 
after which they were lined up and 
shot 
The Indian teamsters fled but 


one was killed in trying to make his 
escape. 


The father, 
accompanied by seven 


armed Americans, visited the scene of 
the tragedy next day, hut was unablo 
to recover the body of his son. Two 
days later Bachomo sent word to Tays 
that he would kill him, too. if ho 
persisted in searching 
for his son's 
body. 


Tays wrote his brother that he had 


notified- Carranza authorities through 
the American consul at Jtazatlan, but 
so far tho bandits had escaped, pun- 
ishment.
